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Applicant's election without traverse of Group I, claims 1-9, in Paper No. 5 is 
acknowledged. Please update the status of the related cases in the specification. It is 
noted that 09/519,438 is now abandoned. Priority is granted to 3/3/2000. The parent 
file, 09/570,202, is incomplete. Hence the references cited on the IDS received 7/16/02 
have not been considered because they are not all found in the parent file nor in the 
present file. Additional searching and/or consideration may be required in the future. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others In this country, or patented or described In a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Suh. 

Suh (6,593,363) with a 102(e) date of 7/99, entitled Diterpene Derivatives and 
Antiinflammatory Analgesic Agents Comprising the Same" teaches diterpene 
derivatives. 

Claims 1-3, 6-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Jaki. 

Jaki (J Natural Products) entitled "A Novel Extracellular Diterpenoid with 
Antibacterial Activity from the Cyanobacterium Nostoc commune" teaches the 
compound nosocomin on page 502. 

All the features of the claims are taught by the above references. 
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The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 
F.Sd 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 
USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 
1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970);and, In re Thorington, 
418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .321 (c) may be 
used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double 
patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly 
owned with this application. See 37 CFR 1 .130(b). 

Effective January 1, 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a 
terminal disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 
37 CFR 3.73(b). 

Claims 1-9 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type 
double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-12, 25-28 of U.S. Patent No. 
6,365,768. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably 
distinct from each other because the two sets of claims overlap each other. 



The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which It is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention.. 
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Referring to the specification in the 768 patent, in column 50-51, Tables 1-8 
show desired effects of three specific compounds. No other compounds are shown to 
have efficacy. No written description is shown for making or using the plethora of 
compounds presently claimed. 



The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 does not positively recite what the compound may be. The clauses 
where R groups are not a moiety and then other R groups are a moiety render the 
claims indefinite. 

The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

Applicant is reminded of the proper content of an Abstract of the Disclosure. 

In chemical patent abstracts for compounds or compositions, the general nature 
of the compound or composition should be given as well as its use, e.g., "The 
compounds are of the class of alkyi benzene sulfonyl ureas, useful as oral anti- 
diabetics." Exemplification of a species could be illustrative of members of the class. 
For processes, the type reaction, reagents and process conditions should be stated, 
generally illustrated by a single example unless variations are necessary. 
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Complete revision of the content of the abstract is required on a separate sheet. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Kaufman (Canadian J Chem) teaches diterpenoids and was cited in the parent case. 

Pyun (5,900,434) teaches acanthoic acids. 

Chamy (Chem Abstracts 1 14:20960p) teaches diterpenes. 

Ling (Organic Letters) teaches acanthoic acid derivatives.
